Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 6 and 9 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Murren et al. (2003/0167401). Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following infomialities: In line 1, - 
"(Currently Amended)" - is understood as - "Previously Presented" Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 6, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by l\/lurren 
etal. (Hereinafter IVIurren). [2003/0167401]. 

Regarding claim 6, IVIurren discloses a method of programming and configuring 
components of an upgradeable and extendable wireless communication system in order 
to implement multiple wireless communication standards, services, and applications, 
comprising: identifying one of the application, standard or service to be implemented 
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(Pages 1-2, [0019], specifications of the software architectures, used in different layers, 
are defined to accommodate the different processes and server applications); compiling 
software stored in a software library that is associated with the identified application, 
standard or service and storing the compiled software in a host memory (Page 2, [0023- 
0025, 0030], code is used to drive the different instructions related to the applications in 
use, and thus as stored in the devices memory); determining the utilization of hardware 
resources based on the compiled software (Page 2, [0027, 0027, 0030]); and 
configuring hardware resources to meet the application, standard or service required 
(Page 2, [0025-0027]). 

Regarding claim 9, Murren discloses, wherein the hardware resources are 
located at different layers of the upgradeable and extendable communication system 
and are chosen to fomri an event-driven hardware platform (Page 2 [0029]).
